The  Division  of  Science  is  of¬ 
fering  several  courses  in  indi¬ 
vidual  research  this  semester. 

Special  investigations  i  n 
chemistry  and  physics  and 
problems  in  biology,  as  they 
have  been  named,  are  out¬ 
growths  of  regular  classwork 
and  are  intended  to  instruct  the 
student  in  techn'iques  of  re¬ 
search.  Upon  advisement  and 
approval  of  his  faculty  advis¬ 
or,  a  science  major  may  earn 
up  to  three  credit  hours 
through  this  program. 

Because  the  research  done  is 
considered  the  work  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual,  the  faculty  advisor  only 
guides,  directs,  and  suggests. 
A  student,  however,  may  work 
with  the  advisor  in  some  proj¬ 
ect  in  which  he  is  interested.  | 
This  semester  three  college 
students  are  expected  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  these  courses. 

During  the  summer  semes¬ 
ter,  two  physics  majors  con¬ 
structed  an  optical  laiser  as  a 
project  of  their  investigations 
class.  A  vacuum  system  and 
demonstration  apparatus  also 
have  been  products  of  this  pro¬ 
gram. 

Initially,  special  investiga¬ 
tions  offered  only  in  phys¬ 
ics.  This  semester  officially 
marks  the  opening  of  investi¬ 
gations  in  chemistry.

Social  Security 
Law  Provides 

Many  young  people  who  re¬ 
ceive  social  security  benefits 
as  the  children  of  retired,  dis¬ 
abled,  or  deceased  workers 
can  continue  to  get  the  pay¬ 
ments  after  the  age  of  18  if 
they  are  attending  school  full¬ 
time. 

Under  this  new  provision, 
contained  in  tlie  1965  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  social  security 
law,  students  can  continue  to 
receive  monthly  benefits  until 
they  reach  the  age  of  22  or 
complete  their  education, 
whichever  comes  first.  Stu¬ 
dents  whose  benefits  were 
stopped  when  they  reached  18 
and  who  are  continuing  their 
education  as  full-time  students 
will  have  to  file  a  new  ap¬ 
plication  in  order  to  have  their 
payments  started  again.

Organized  in  1950,  the 
club’s  purpose  was  to  enter-, 
tain  the  football  and  basket¬ 
ball  squads  at  the  eud  of  the 
season.  In  1959,  at  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  President  Enicr- 
itus  J.  W.  Jones,  the  group’s 
purpose  was  greatly  expand¬ 
ed  to  include  the  raising  of 
money  for  the  college’s  ath¬ 
letic  scholarship  program. 
This  is  accomplished  by  do¬ 
nations  from  team  supporters. 
With  each  $25  donation,  the 
giver  is  provided  a  season  tick¬ 
et  to  all  football  and  basketball 
games.  j 

Mr.  Fields  stated  that  al¬ 
though  the  club’s  conti'ibutions 
are  only  a  small  help  to  the 
scholarship  fund,  the  mem¬ 
bers  have  raised  $21,575  since 
1959,  with  last  year’s  $4,100  be¬ 
ing  theii'  best  record.  He  esti¬ 
mates  that  over  200  boys  have 
been  helped  since  the  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  program. 

Thirty  -  five  full  scholar¬ 
ships  or  their  monetary 
equivalent  arc  given  each 
year  by  MSC  to  potential 
football  and  basketball  play¬ 
ers.  Mr.  Fields  also  pointed

Also  effective  on  that  date, 
motorists  of  tlie  state  will  be 
required  to  dim  their  head¬ 
lights  when  following  witliin  300 
feet  of  another  vehicle.  Con¬ 
tinued  will  be  the  requirement 
for  dimming  lieadlights  witliin 
500  feet  of  an  oncoming  ve¬ 
hicle.
